A little explanation though would help out am azing­ 
ly because the majority of the people are sati tied limed 
better plans could be adopted. 


We Must All Cooperate 


The work of classifying the men w ho will register 
tomorrow under the newly enacted 
man-power 
bill 
will not only cast a tremendous labor upon the local draft 
hoards throughout the country and upon the w ar depart­ 
ment, but it will require the utmost exactness in order that 
the full arm y strength be obtained from am ong the regis­ 
trants with the least possible disturbance of vital indus­ 
trial conditions. 
The w ork of classifying the registrants who will In- 
enrolled next Thursday will he more difficult than the 
same work w as under the first selective draft law because 
more men will be included and the wider range in age 
limitations will involve m any more industrial occupations 
than the former law. 
One of the wisest provisions in both of these rem ark­ 
ably satisfactory laws, considering all the tremendous cir­ 
cumstances involved, is that one which lodges with the 
civilian population the execution of the whole law. 
In or­ 
der that full justice be done under the law every loyal citi­ 
zen, 
whether 
within 
or 
without 
its 
operation, 
w hether any member of his immediate family is affected 
or not, should in every possible way assist tile local offi­ 
cials in the discharge of their work. 
Ti is the duty of every 
one to see that the work is correctly done and promptly 
done. 
Once before we have directed attention to the very 
great need for exercising the utmost care in ma ki n g state­ 
ments, either orally or by affidavit, to the officials intended 
to influence their action. 
Not only is it unpatriotic to 
m ake reckless or false statements to the- official- hut, u n ­ 
der the very strict rules which must prevail, it will he an 
exceedingly dangerous thing to do. 
W e are all interested in increasing tile fighting force 
and in attaining that result with as little disarrangement 
of essential vocations as possible. 
T herefore, we must 
all co-operate— officials, citizens and registrants— in the 
work. 'That’s the basis of the law and we can ’t, any of us. 
afford to go either intentionally or recklessly w r o n g in so 
vital a matter. 


Base Ball’s future 


The great world's championship base ball series of 
1918 has been, from the standpoint of the “fans,” perhaps 
the best series of games ever played for the premier hon­ 
ors of base ball. 
The games, every one of them, have been well played 
from start to finish. 
T he pitching and fielding have been 
of the highest type. 
The final score, in each game, has 
been so close as to furnish conclusive proof <»f the high 
class of the contending teams. 
It has shown ton, although 
the Boston Americans have w on three out of the five games 
played (and possibly four out of seven and the cham pion­ 
ship ’ere this is read) that the teams are evenly matched. 
Viewed from the financial end the games have been 
a failure. T he attendance has been so far below the usual 
world series games attendance and there has been so little 
interest manifested throughout the nation in the games, 
compared with other years, that not a few people have be­ 
come fearful that America’s great national game is finally 
passing as the nation’s favorite pastime. 
W e have no such fears. 
Base ball, like every other 
hum an activity in America this year, has given w ay to the 
dem ands of war. 
W e must remember that nearly, if not 
quite two million real base ball fans are now overseas 
fighting the Huns, and that several 
hundred 
thousand 
more are in the cantonm ent camps; that the mothers, fath­ 
ers, brothers, sisters and sweethearts of those two million 
boys over there are thinking of them to the exclusion of 
every thing else.
